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REMARKS 

Claims 1-10, 12-21, 23, 24, 26-28, currently appear 
in this application. The Office Action of November 1, 2005, 
has been carefully studied. These claims define novel and 
unobvious subject matter under Sections 102 and 103 of 35 
U.S.C., and therefore should be allowed. Applicant 
respectfully requests favorable reconsideration, entry of the 
present amendment, and formal allowance of the claims. 

Restriction/election 

It is noted that the restriction requirement between 
the process and the composition is still deemed proper and is 
made FINAL. However, it is also noted that all of the process 
claims read on all of the elected species, so that the 
election of species requirement is hereby withdrawn. 

Art Rej ections 

Claims 1-10, 12, 13, 19-21, 23 and 24 are rejected 
under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by WO 99/58239. 

This rejection is respectfully traversed. While 
water is a type of fluid, there are many other types of 
fluids, including gases that can be treated according to the 
process of the present invention. Therefore, it is 
respectfully submitted that WO '239 cannot possibly anticipate 
the present invention except for when the fluid is water. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 11 , 22 and 25 are objected to as being 
dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowed if 
rewritten in independent form to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 11, 22 and 25 have now been rewritten as 
claims 26, 27 and 28. It is believed that these new claims 
are allowable. 

In view of the above, it is respectfully submitted 
that the claims are now in condition for allowance, and 
favorable action thereon is earnestly solicited. 

Applicant believes that all issues raised in the 
Office Action have been addressed above in a manner favorable 
to allowance of the present application. Accordingly, 
applicant respectfully requests favorable reconsideration and 
early formal allowance.
